W hat C olusa P eop le Say o f th e A fluir— 
—V erdict ot th e Coroner’s Ju ry.

C o lu s a , Ju ly 11th.—A fter th e lynching 
of H ong Di th is m orning th e town re­ 
m ained in possession of the lynchers. D ry­ 
goods boxes were brought from all direc­ 
tions, placed in a pile, and au effigy of Gay, 
th e juror, was placed upon the altar and 
burned. 
A bout 200 of the crowd joined 
hands and formed a circle around the fire 
singing, “ H ang J. K. Gay on a sour apple 
tree,” and m any other songs w ith sim ilar 
sentim ents. The jubilee was kept till after 
daylight. 
THE VERDICT. 
T he ju ry rendered its verdict as soon as it 
could be w ritten. 
“ It is the best Coroner's 
verdict,” says Coroner Robinson, “ that has 
ever been rendered in Colusa county, as can 
be seen by th e following 
“ W e, th e ju ry , sum m oned by the Cor­ 
oner of Colusa county, Cal., on the 11th 
day of Ju lv , 1887, to hold an inquest on 
the dead body of a Chinam an, do recog­ 
nize it as the body of one H o A h H eung, 
alias H ong Di, a native of China, aged sev­ 
enteen years, live feet four inches in bight. 
After view ing the dead body and hearing 
the evidence we find th at he cam e to his 
death by hanging on the m orning of Ju ly 
11, 1887, by hands to the ju rv unknow n, 
growing out of and the result of the ver­ 
dict of the trial ju ry in the Superior Court 
of Colusa county. Cal., Ju ly 10, 1887, who 
by their said verdict outraged the mem ory, 
the chastity, virtue and unim peaehab e 
good character of Mrs. Ju lia Billiou, a lady 
of high, pure and m odest w orth, by pros­ 
tituting the law. and savoring of perjury 
and crim inality by bartering justice to save 
the life of a willful, deliberate and m a­ 
licious m urderer, who had, on his own 
sworn statem ent, with m alice aforethought 
killed and m urdered one ot Colusa coun­ 
ty's purest and noblest w om en; and we 
hereby censure and condem n the said trial 
ju ry for said verdict so rendered by them , 
as being w holly w anting in moral"courage 
to assert the dignity of the law and pro­ 
claim by their verdict justice in the ease 
of T he People of California vs. H o Ah 
Heung, alias H ong Di.” 


ANTE LYNCHING SCENES. 
Constable J. G. Thom son 
has 
been 
granted perm ission from Sherilf lleville to 
give your reporter the details of the pro­ 
ceedings in th e jail yesterday. 
T he lirst 
business after getting the prisoner into the 
jail was the sum m oning of extra guards by 
the Sheriff. 
Several parties were sum ­ 
m oned, and when 
questioned w hether 
they w ould perform the duties of guard or 
not. they declined, saying their sym pathies 
were on the other side. 
After consultation 
with Judge E. A. Bridgford it was decided 
that if anything was done to prevent the 
lynching of the prisoner it would have to 
be done by stratagem . 
On consultation it 
was decided to try and rem ove him to some 
other county, and an order was m ade bv 
Judge Bridgford perm itting the Sheriff to 
remove him . 
I'p o n investigation it was 
discovered that owing to the jail being so 
closely guarded by B illiou’s friends 
it 
would be an im possibility to get him out. 
Thereupon Sheriff Beville, being satisfied 
that the mob would be able to take the jail, 
concluded, as a last alternative, to secrete 
him in a cellar, the passage to whicff was 
by a trap-door through th e tloor of the 
bed-room adjoining the S heriff’s office. 
T his plan appeared to be practicable, as it 
was thought that no one knew of the ex ­ 
istence of the cellar except the authorities. 
It was also concluded, as a part of the plot, 
to convey the idea outside that he had been 
taken away. 
T his plan m et Sheriff Be- 
ville's views, as he said he did not w ant to 
undertake anything that would result in 
useless loss ot life and the destruction of 
property.

N e w Y o r k . Ju ly 11th.—T he lirst case be­ 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to be adjusted by the refunding of au al­ 
leged overcharge, is th at of Mrs. J. H . 
Stahl, of W alla W alla. W . T., against the 
Oregon R ailroad and Navigation Company. 
Captain Bragg, on behalf of the Commis­ 
sion, forwarded the com plaint to the rail­ 
road people, requesting an investigation, 
aud if it was found that an overcharge had 
been made, th at the m oney be refunded. 
The com pany's attorneys have filed their 
reply to the effect that the beer kegs, over 
which th e com plaint arose, were shipped 
from M ilwaukee : that the rates were tixed 
by 
a com pany over w hich respondent 
lias no control, and that said rates were 
not unreasonable or unjust. 
N otw ith­ 
standing this, however, the respondent says 
it has fully satisfied the com plainant in 
respect to all m atters connected w ith said 
shipm ent of beer kegs. 
Mrs. S tahl's re­ 
ceipt for $20 in full settlem ent and com 
plete satisfaction for the overcharges is in ­ 
closed, and her com plaint is w ithdraw n. 
Answers have been received by the Com 
m ission from the Oregon Railway and Nav­ 
igation Com pany to the com plaints of 
W m. 11. Reed and M ilton Evans, of W alla 
W alla. These cases are said to practically 
involve the interests of a large wheat-grow- 
I ing region. Com plaints are in substance 
th at a charge of $0 per ton for the trans­ 
portation of grain from W alla W alla to 
P ortland is excessive and unreasonable. 
The com pany sets forth that its line be­ 
tween Portland and W alla W alla 13 con­ 
structed through a rugged region, with 
practically no interm ediate traffic; that its 
operating expenses arc greatly in excess of 
the average expenses of other lines, and 
th at it is frequently blockaded by snow­ 
storm s and earth-slid’es, which subject it to 
extraordinary expenditures. 
T he whole 
traffic of freight and passenger between 
• Portland 
and 
W alla 
W alla, 
inclusive, 
am ounted during tiie seven m onths ended 
1 May 31, l'ST, to $600,405, and the operating 
I expenses for the sam e period am ounted to 
$792,490. 
W heat being the principal ar 
tid e of transportation, th e cars are neces­ 
sarily hauled em pty one way. 
The com­ 
pany declares (hat the lowest charge upon 
w heat from W alla W alla to Portland pre- 
j vious to the tim e the road w ent in opera­ 
; tion was $12 a ton ; that year by year, as 
j th e country has increased in population, 
the rates decreased, and that, in anticipa­ 
tion of a large yield in 1887, the rates h at e 
i already and voluntarily been reduced to 
j $5 a ton, to take effect from Ju ly 5th.

m orning she was startled when M inister 
Carter translated the telegraphic reports, 
but later on, upon m ature deliberation, 
she concluded there was m ore sm oke than 
fire, as the news all em anated from one 
source, the M issionary party, w hich is at 
the root of all the evil in the kingdom .

Secretary, said : “ W e succeeded in floating 
a loan of $2,000,000. 
English bondholders 
who have in the past interested them selves 
iu H aw aiian finances took the 
bonds. 
These were issued by the H aw aiian Gov­ 
ernm ent prior to our departure, and we 
took them to England w ith us.”

Suelden Stoppage o f Traffic on th e N ew 
York E levated R oads. 
N ew Y ork, Ju ly 11th.—T he engineers 
on the Brooklyn Elevated Railroad struck 
at 5 o’clock this afternoon. 
No trains are 
running on the line this evening. 
The strike was a com plete surprise to 
every one. 
A t th at hour the trains are 
loaded with passengers on their way from 
business and work in New Y ork to their 
hom es in Brooklyn. 
The result was a ter­ 
rible crush at the Brooklyn end of the 
bridge and Fulton Ferry. 
The trouble had 
been brew ing for some tim e. T he m en 
com plained of long hours, and tlieie were 
rum ors of a reduction in wages yesterday. 
Nine m en—three engineers and six fire­ 
m en—were discharged. 
A m eeting of the 
others, w ho all belong to the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, m et and de­ 
m anded their reinstatem ent pending a set­ 
tlem ent by arbitration. 
On the refusal a 
strike was ordered (or this afternoon, and 
it took place. 
Train after train, as it 
reached the term inus at East New Y ork, 
was side-tracked. A t 5:30 p. m . the block­ 
ade extended for a m ile. 
Large crowds 
gathered at the term inus. 
In tlie m ean 
tim e the vast crowds at tlie lower end took 
the surface railw ay and gradually got 
away.

T he G overnm ent m ust 
return to democracy, or it m ust retire. 
Rouvier, Prim e M inister, said that in 
accepting office he appealed for support to 
the Republican m ajority. H e was m et with 
a refusal because of "the absence of one 
nam e 
from 
the 
M inistry. 
H e (the 
Prim e M inister) did not biarne General 
Boulanger, but he m ust record the fact that 
the General was concerned in an illegal 
m anifestation on th e occasion of the recent 
election of a D eputy for the D epartm ent ot 
the Seine. 
[Applause.] 
It became neces­ 
sary, therefore, to remove General B oulan­ 
ger from his political surroundings, and to 
return him to his proper position. 
If the 
civil power had hesitated, added the Pre­ 
m ier, it was all over w ith it. 
In conclud­ 
ing his speech the P rim e M inister took 
occasion to declare that the Cabinet desired 
to govern w ith the R epublican m ajority. 
It was not a combative M inistry. 
It did 
not desire to provoke or to persecute any­ 
body, but it would m ake respected both 
the laws and Republican sentim ent. 
M. Fallieres, M inister of the Interior, in ­ 
tim ated in the course of a short speech 
th at the Mayors wtio had participated in 
the Royalist m anifestation on the Island 
of Jersey during- the recent visit there of 
the Comte de P aris would be dismissed.

W RECKED AND KO BR£D . 


H ow tlie P assen gers o f th e 
M errim ae 
W ere P illa g ed by tlie C rew. 
H alifax, Ju ly 11th.—The story of the 
wreck of the steam er M errimae, as told by 
several passengers who arrived here to­ 
night, is one of the m ost rem arkable in the 
history of m arine disasters.

State­ 
room s were broken open and jew elry, 
m oney and all kinds of valuable articles 
stolen w hile the terror-stricken passengers 
were gathered in the cabin.

The lynching of the Colusa m urderer, Hong 
Di. is generally approved iu that and neighbor­ 
ing counties. 


TH E CASE OF HONG D I REV IEW ED . 


It is inconceivable how any intelligence 
can find excuse for th e m onstrous outrage 
a sworn juror iu th e H ong I)i case a t­ 
tem pted upon society in dem anding th at 
th e m urderous wretch be set at liliertv. 
A cquittal in the ease would have am ount­ 
ed to a declaration th a t the defendant was 
justified in th e attem pt he m ade to mas­ 
sacre an entire family. 
T he case is one not at all involved ; in ­ 
deed a plainer one could not well he 
stated. 
A servant coming of a race which 
holds hum an life lightly conceived the 
idea, for some possible, bu t more likely 
fancied grievance, of m urdering thefam ilv 
th at had for many years afforded him em ­ 
ploym ent entirely to his satisfaction, as he 
constantly reiterated. In th e absence o f the 
head of th e household, he suddenly made 
an assault, w ith a weapon trip le loaded» 
upon th e fam ily as it sat at the evening 
m eal. 
T he first shot brought down the 
hired man, wounded ; the second killed 
th e m atron of the family—a woman far 
past m iddle life, and who had been the 
benefactress of the m urderer. 
A th ird shot 
narrow ly missed one of the v o tin g daugh­ 
ters of th e m other th en already dead. 
T he door being barricaded, after chasing 
one of the girls about th e building to shel­ 
ter, the m urderer seized an ax and attepm t- 
ed to batter it down. E vidently fearing the 
approach of neighbors after so 
much 
shooting, the w retch fled, and for two 
weeks was in hiding and hunted by the 
outraged com m unity like a wild beast__ 
th an w hich he was little more. 
T he m urder occurred at a farm -house in 
a sparsely-settled section, w here there is 
practically none of the protection afforded 
th e family which is the safeguard of the 
home in town- and cities. 
S o wonder 
th at th e country people were aroused, and 
th at they hunted the w retch w ith almost 
frenzied energy. 
H ad th ey m anifested 
less spirit or feeling they would have de­ 
served th e execration of men and the 
loathing of women. 
T he m urderer was 
finally captured. 
Probably th at was an 
outrage, if we are to accept certain views 
projected iu print since th e culm ination 
of the lynching tragedy. 
It was nothing 
th at a woman had been killed w ithout 
cause or provocation, h e r children m ur­ 
derously assaulted and th eir m ale pro­ 
tector shot down. 
T he C hinam an was 
hounded, it is said, by “ hot-headed pur­ 
suers, for whose heated indignation there 
was, 
of 
course, 
nothing 
provocative, 
and 
who 
should 
have 
so 
calm lv 
ordered them selves as to have aw aited the 
good pleasure of H ong Di. 


W hen 
the 
author of the attem pted 
w holesale massacre was arrested, he suf­ 
fered no harm . 
H e was jailed at O roville 
w ithout any threat from the outraged 
com m unities in th at section. 
H e had the 
personal advice and counsel of so shrewd 
a man a.-the Consul in C alifornia of the 
t hiñese Em pire, who afiorded hint the 
benefit of the detectives of th e consulate to 
*' work u p " the case, and these experts 
were actually engaged for a week previous 
to th e arrest iu searching th e country for 
facts iicaring upon the case. 
T h eir labor- 
appear to have been in vain and nothing 
developed upon w hich to hinge th e sliadow 
o f a defense for the assassin. 
W hile in 
ja il before his rem oval to Colusa, w hich no 
one interfered w ith, ho added new infamy 
to his crim e by foully and in w riting 
slandering th e dead and blackening her 
character w ith the darkest stain th a t can 
attach to 
w om anhood; and 
vet w ith 
th e strangest of O riental inconsistency, pro-­ 
testing th at “ Mrs. billion was a good 
woman. ’ 
T he cunning of the M ongol was 
exem plified by this declaration, however, 
since he knew th at his unsupported word 
would count for nothing against the life­ 
long reputation of th e pure woman, whose 
uprightness and virtue \*-ro shining ex­ 
am ples in her com m unity. 
H ence it was 
th at w hile he charged her w ith m oral de­ 
generacy and th e foulest of infamies, in 
th e same breath lie declared she was a 
good woman. 


H e was brought to tria l sJter a reason­ 
able lapse of tim e— nearly tw o m onths. 
T he only living witnesses to h is deed faced 
h im and detailed th e story o f his crim e. 
They were witnesses whose testim ony no 
m an assails. 
T he defendant tool; the 
stand, and his sole defense was ¿hat the 
h ired man, having threatened 
him 
oí which swora denial 


law and the power of the State to compel 
attendance; his consular advisor knew 
precisely w hat steps to take to present his 
defense and secure him all possible defenses, 
if he had any. 
H is own statem ents show 
th at he contem plated th e m urder of th e 
hired man, but physical facts utterly dis­ 
proved the story o í the accidental shooting 
of th e woman. 
H olding the gun as he 
illustrated, it was sim ply itiq>ossiblc for 
the shot to have reached the woman where 
it brought her to death. 
U nder -ncli a showing a ju ro r inter­ 
rupted the course of justice by declaring 
the m urderer innocent, and forced eleven 
ju ro rs a Tittle less weak to com prom ise on 
a verdict of g u ilt w ith the penalty of im ­ 
prisonm ent. 
It is inconceivable, if the 
ju ro r believed th e defendant guiltless, how 
he honestly came to confess him a m ur­ 
derer thereafter on a com prom ise verdict, 
and-still more astound «eg, th at the m ischief 
once done, he should concede th at he was 
wrong. 
As th e Rrx’ORi»-Union yesterday said, 
th e mob th at hanged H ong D i cannot be 
excused. 
Its oflense 
has added to th e 
catalogue of sham es th a t tarnish th e rec­ 
en! of th e State. 
It took life illegally, 
barbarously, th a t should have beeu for­ 
feited to the law by n ju ry w ith backbone 
convictions of duty. 
T he one ami only 
relief to its outrage is the fact th a t it 
hanged one deserving of it. 
T he death 
penalty in such a case fits th e crim inal. 
To tenqier such a crim e as his w ith th e 
m ereilul “ chances” attaching to im prison­ 
m ent, is to excuse his offense. Tint so far 
as the pursuit and tria l of H ong Di were 
concerned, th e facts dem and th at no mis­ 
conceptions shall be formed upon th e basis 
of hysterical ejaculations, th a t have been 
made, th a t th e defendant was not given a 
fair trial. 
On th e contrary, it has de­ 
veloped th a t his tria l was so free from anv 
elem ent of unfairness that, though con­ 
fessedly guilty, th at- though adm itting 
k illin g by m isadventure w hile m urder­ 
ously trying to k ill another, and thus at 
least com m itting a hom icide of some de­ 
gree, he actually found a ju ro r who voted 
him to be innocent, and a ju ry th at saved 
his neck from th e lawful liangm au. 
T he Colusa mob after the trial outraged 
the law and sham ed th e S tate hv its crim ­ 
inal proceedings; 
but th at th e Colusa 
com m unity did not afford the assassin 
fair tr ia l; 
th a t it denied him o r his con­ 
sular adviser any right, or forced th e latter 
to abandon th e w re tch ; 
th a t the Court 
robbed him of any privilege; th at he was 
rushed to tria l and railroaded to judgm ent, 
is not true. A ny utterances of th at eharac 
ter are horn e ith er of incapacity to conceive 
justly, of moral obliquity, or th e jaundiced 
conceptions of a diseased brain. 
M urder­ 
ers have been very leniently treated in 
California, and “ precious few ” have m et 
th eir ju st desserts. 
I t is because of the 
m any previous delays of th e la w ; of m is­ 
carriages of justice w ithout num ber ; of 
technical trifling and wearisome postpone­ 
m ents ; of legal escapes through the meshes 
of Court proceedings and th e favoring of 
crim inals, th a t such assassins as H ong Di 
and A ng Tai Duck, l ’ete Olsen and Simon 
R aten have been encouraged, and such 
blistering sham es as the Colusa lynching 
have been invited.

OF 
WATER. 


Tiie ( kikland w ater supply is very im ­ 
pure. W hoever reads the O akland news 
budgets in the San Francisco press m ust 
become convinced of this tru th . 
From the 
local papers he will not glean so m uch in 
form ation on th e subject, though the bit 
terness of com plaint even there finds ex 
pression occasionally. R ut we have it from 
reliable sources outside of these th at the 
city supply of w ater a t < iakland is exceed­ 
ingly repulsive ¡11 its offensiveness. There 
does not appear to be any source nearer 
th an the foothills or 
the Sierra 
Ne­ 
vada 
range 
from which O akland 
can 
procure good w ater by gravitation. T here 
m ay he beneath the soil near th a t city an 
everlasting supply of pure water, but only 
seldom are cities furnished by lilting 
from such sources. 
< >ne resident of Oak 
land, whose statem ents are reliable, if : 
reputation for tru th goes for anything, tell 
us th at the filthiness of the w ater there is 
som ething terrible in its m enace to health 
and its offense to the senses of smell and 
taste. 


O akland’s domestic affairs do not of no 
eessity concern us, but the w ater question 
there suggests th a t so large and preten­ 
tious a city as th at ought to be able to or 
ganize an effort, in connection w ith other 
comm unities, for the bringing of pure, clear 
water from the eternal supplies of the 
m ountains. 
H ere are sources inexhausti 
ble from w hich w ater can Ik- carried by­ 
pipe lines, not exceeding 150 m iles in 
length, across the great valley and to the 
sea, at an expense th at scarcely anvw here 
else would Ire considered as any sort of an 
obstacle. 
T here is w ater enough in the 
m ountains w hich can Ire secured, that, by 
a single series of p ipelines, would supplv 
O akland, Stockton aud Sacram ento and all 
interm ediate towns of any considerable 
im portance, \r ith all the w ater those place: 
will need for the next ten years, anil prob­ 
ably twenty. 


by the jrossibility of w orking out 
scheme of such beneficence and moneyed 
profit dires not comm and th e capital ant 
set on th e ingenuity o! these cities, passes 
th e wonder point. 
W ith clear, pure water 
from sources in the higher altitudes fed by­ 
snows and springs, piped down th e foot­ 
hills and across th e valley, furnishing all 
needed for dom estic service, and respond 
ing to th e demand for cheap m otive power, 
there would come blessings to the whole 
central region th a t th e im agination can 
scarcely over-estim ate. 
Sacram ento needs 
clear, pure w ater— from w hatever source 
m atters not, and by w hatever agencv we 
care not, so long as th e citv can get it at 
its gates pure, clear and level w ith the 
dem ands of health, carriage by pipe lines, 
taste and cleanliness. 


I afortuna tely there is no scheme on f.K.t 
w ith hot intent of furnishing the vallev 
towns w ith plenty of good, clear w ater 
under strong pressure. 
W ould th a t there 
w e re ; would th at capital and self-interest 
were so wedded and directed as to get up 
ami push to consum m ation some scheme 
of the kind. 
C ertainly th e people would 
hold th e w hijt-hand, as they tould buy the 
water o r not, and therefore no one could 
1k> harm ed by th e m en who m ight assault 
us w ith clear, pure w ater for the stom ach’s 
sake, and inffieient pipe pressure for mo­ 
tive power. 
T he only fear is that we will 
have to w ait year after year yet these 
m any years !»efore some betieficent t-on- 
spiracv develops to do th e valley cities the 
inestim able good of bringing to them 
pure, clear w ater. 
B:*t if O akland, S to ck ­ 
ton, Sacram ento and interm ediate towns 
would p u t th eir heads together on th is

Sax F r a n c isc o, Ju ly 11th.—T he taking 
of testim ony in th e case of T heG ovem m ent 
vs. Towle Bros, et al. was resum ed before 
an exam iner in the U nited States District 
Ctourt, Judge Hoffm an's, at 10 a . m . 
Joshua N orris, who was upon the wit­ 
ness stand at the close of the session on 
Saturday, resum ed giving his testim ony. 
H e said lie w orked on the Skehan m ine at 
Lowell H ill in I860. 
A t th at tim e the tun 
nel was in G00 feet, was seven feet in bight 
and seven feet wide. 
W orked therefor two 
years. T he m ine was at th at tim e well 
developed, and contained a well-defined 
gravel deposit. T his w ork was being done 
on section 12. 
H e also worked in the 
Golden B ull tunnel on section 12 seven or 
eight years ago. 
T he air-shaft to the 
Golden B ull tunnel is on sec; ion 7. 
The 
last tim e was employed in Golden Bull was 
in 1880. 
D uring the two years he worked 
in the Lowell H ill m ine he assisted in the 
clean-ups, w hich paid very well. T he tu n ­ 
nel was well tim bered, as were also the 
drifts, which extended south some 75 feet. 
H e said the gravel deposit extended 111 a 
northeasterly and southeasterly direction. 
In vain did General Carey try to have w it­ 
ness change it to northeasterly and south­ 
westerly. 
H e gave a m inute description of 
th e m ine, but said be did not know the 
value of the im provem ents.

tion 7 bttw een th e Golden Bull and M am ­ 
m oth Spring m ines. 
H is work on the 
south branch of Steep Hollow creek was 
done in 1800. 
In 1803 the creeks were well 
worked out, aud they had been worked over 
and over again, and were com pletely ex­ 
hausted by 1807. 
It got so th at “ white 
m en could not m ake grub,” and so very 
poor th at even Chinam en abandoned them . 
I don’t know of any gold being taken out 
of section 7, except, as I have stated, in the 
forks of Steep H ollow creel'. 
On redirect exam ination, witness stated 
that he worked gravel deposits in section 
8, but would not say th at he believed it 
extended into section 7. On closerques- 
tioning, he said he was of tbe opinion that 
it did not extend into section 7. 
W itness 
did not seem to have the points of com ­ 
pass well in his m ind, and was very m uch 
confused in directions. H e said b ethought 
the Bear river ran from the north to the 
south. 
H e said he believed there was 
m ore or less gold in section 7, but it so far 
has not been prospected sufficiently to show 
gold deposit of sufficient richness to justify 
its working. 
General C arey—Did you not work for 
Skehan on the Galena m ine in 1879? 
W itness—No, sir ; not th at I know of. 
General Carey—Look at this receipt and 
see if th at is your signature. 
W itness was handed a receipt for coin 
paid to him by Skehan for labor on the 
Galena m ine in 1879. 
W itness said—Yes, th at is m y signature, 
but I don’t rem em ber ever doing th at work. 
If ever I w orked on tbe G alena m ine I 
have forgotten it. 
Patrick Boyle was the next witness. H e 
said he had resided af Rem ington H ill for 
m any y ears; knew th e location of all the 
m ines in that section and the boundaries 
of section 7. H ad been em ployed at dif­ 
ferent tim es as a laborer in the Goldeu Bull 
and Sw am p Angel m ines. Some twelve or 
fourteen years ago he visited the Lowell 
H ill m in e ; w ent there to see Mr. S k e h an ; 
went into the tunnel for a couple of h u n ­ 
dred feet, and also into som e of the drifts. 
It was a well-defined gravel deposit, the 
channel extending, to the best of his opin­ 
ion, to the south. 
Also, about the same 
tim e, visited the M am m oth Spring m ine. 
The gravel at the dum p of this m ine is 
very sm all. 
W orked on Steep Hollow 
creek in 1866—on its north fork, in section 
7. 
A t that tim e two or three 1 bina com ­ 
panies were w orking upon thesum e stream . 
Prospected 011 the creek w ith a pan and 
shovel in the two succeeding years, off the 
saíne creek, and found gold. " The charac­ 
ter of the gravel in section 7 is gold-bear­ 
ing, and th at section has alw ays been re­ 
garded by m ining m en as m ineral in char­ 
acter. T he locations of the Golden Bull, 
Shanghai and Sw am p Angel extend into 
section 7, although the operated portions ot 
those m ines are 011 other sections. So far 
as witness was aware, the Golden Bull and 
Sw am p Angel mine3 were alw ays paving 
m ines—at least lie judged so from th e ’fact 
th at he worked there for wages and alw ays 
got his pay. 
Cross 
exam ination. — Senator Sargent 
asked witness to locate the sectional cor­ 
ners of section 7. 
T his witness could not 
do w ith any degree of accuracy, aud the 
answ er to¡ the question tended to render 
m uch of his testim ony on direct exam ina­ 
tion worthless. 
Recess u n til 2 p. m . 
A t the afternoon session Selden Hetzel, 
Register of the Sacram ento Land Office, 
was called to the witness stand. 
H e was 
arm ed with several books and a large n um ­ 
ber of docum ents from his office. 
W hile 
on the stand last week he stated that a 
m ineral affidavit m arked No. 217 could not 
he found in his office. 
It was claimed by 
tbe prosecution th at this affidavit was im ­ 
portant evidence in this case, as it ic-ferred 
directly to the land in question. 
Mr. 
Hetzel announced th at since his return 1.» 
Sacram ento a renewed search had u - 
earthed the m ysterious and m isplaced u » - 
um ent. 
H e had it with him aud 
’ i- 
had no bearing w hatever upon this eg-,- 
T he date of its filing was February 9, 1859. 
W itness then opened the book containing 
the Sacram ento series of m ineral affidavits, 
where he found m any entries th at ante 
dated the establishm ent ot the office at Sac­ 
ram ento. The num bers, he said, did not 
indicate the date c f filing. 
H e could not 
explain w hy or account in any way for the 
ancient dates. 
H e supposed that they had 
been executed, and afterw ards came in 
possession of the office. 
H e was new in 
tlte business, and knew nothing personally 
of the workings of the Land Office prior to 
his taking charge of it. 
H e explained the 
value of these filings as he understood 
them . The last m ineral affidavit that was 
filed in the Sacram ento office bears date of 
May 5, 1880. 
W itness lead an affidavit 
bearing date of Septem ber 17, 1867, claim ­ 
ing th at th e following were m ineral in 
character: Sections 5, 7, 8, 12 and 13. 
tow nship 10 north, range 11 east. 
This 
was tiled one year and one m outh prior to 
the opening of the Land Office at Sacra­ 
mento. 
It was signed by Jam es Philipps. 
A lexander Rutnm els, Jo h n Duffy. Daniel 
Bum gardner, W illiam W hitf and John 
Regan, and sworn lo before H . I*. Sehutt. 
Justice of the Peace. 
Senator Sargent objected to the introduc­ 
tion of the docum ent, claim ing th at the 
M arysville office had, at the date nam ed, 
lost jurisdiction. 
The affidavit was not 
drawn according to law nor the rules aud 
regulations of the G eneral Land Office. 
Therp was no certificate of character of 
the Justice ot the Peace, w ho is an officer 
w ithout a seal. 
H is signature was not 
proven. T hedocum ent is vague, uncertain, 
describes a general section of country w ith­ 
out particular reference to section 7 or any 
part of it. 
It is an instrum ent unknow n 
to law and unofficial in character. 
A\ itness resum ing said he was confident 
the docum ent never had been out of the 
Sacram ento office. 
If it had been to W ash­ 
ington it wouni have had the indorsem ent 
of the General Land Office upon it. 
W it­ 
ness then, iu response to General Carey, 
outlined how the business ot the land 
office is transacted. 
On cross exam ination witness said th at 
no proceedings had been taken at any tim e 
regarding section 8 or any other of the sec­ 
tions m entioned w ith 7 in th at affidavit. 
Portions o f 12 had been sold for agricult­ 
ural purposes. 
H e knew of no contests 
or disagreem ents growing out of the filing 
of that affidavit. 
Senator Sargent—W as not th a t Multan* 
in Parvo affidavit sim ply a blank shot ? 
W itness—W ell, I could not sav t^at it 
did any good. 
I could not regard an affi­ 
davit of th at character w orth m uch if it 
was not accom panied by a prayer for a 
hearing. 
The Surveyor-General returned 
section 7 as agricultural land. 
There has

Sacram ento office was because at that tim e 
th at office had no official notice of the is- .

H ad the patent been noted these ' 
applications would not have been received 
and the parties put to th e expense of ap ­ 
plying for land th at had already been 
patented. 
The Golden B ull is the onlv 
m ine on the Sacram ento m ineral tract book 
that extends into section 7. 
G eneral R. P. H am m ond, Jr., U nited 
States Surveyor-General of California, was 
the next witness. 
H e said the tow nship 
containing section 7, th e land in dispute, 
was surveyed by J. E. Freem an iu I860, 
and approved October 24th of th at year. 
H e had the official tow nship plat of the 
section, a oertified copy of w hich was 
placed in evidence. 
T he surveyor's field 
notes were read, w hich show ed th at the 
section in dispute was part rolling, part 
hilly, and the soil noted as second grade. 
This, next to loam land, is the best soil to 
he found in tbe m ountains. There is no m en­ 
tion of m ineral in the field notes. 
W itness 
said all of section 7 had been returned, as 
well as the entire tow nship, as agricultural 
land. 
A t 5 p. m . the Court adjourned to 10 a . m . 
to-morrow .

I t StatH ls N obly by th e S ta te F a ir a n d 
S a c ra m e n to T rade. 
[Grass Valley Tidings.] 
T he Sacram ento Fee seems 
to 
have 
worked itself into a position w hich is all 
wrong, if we m ay judge by an editorial in 
its last Saturday s issue." O ur esteemed 
contem porary berates the w holesale m er­ 
chants of its town in a m anner that is con­ 
sidered savage, and it takes the occasion to 
do the people and the press of Nevada 
county a very great injustice. 
T he Bee says th at w hile the wholesale 
m erchants of Sacram ento at one tim e sub­ 
scribed $1,500 to a fair held in Nevada 
county, the people and press of Nevada 
county turned right around and denounced 
the State Fair, and poiuted out that the 
interests of the Nevada county people lie 
witli the M echanics’ Fair of San Francisco. 
Now the press of Nevada county have 
done nothing of the kind, with one excep­ 
tion, and the people here, never at all. Most 
certainly the Tidings has all the tim e advo­ 
cated ¡lie State Fair as against the San F ra n ­ 
c is e s -how. 
W e know and hold that the 
State Fair and the several district fairs are 
inter» -¡ed in each other’s success, and that 
the M echanics’ Institute Fair can help our 
interior fairs very little, if in any degree. 
Everybody in this part of tbe country 
know s where the interests of this part of 
the country lies, and, like everybody else, 
everybody here follows his interest. 
The exception of w hich we speak, in 
the press, is our esteemed contem porary, 
the Nevada Citv Transcript. T hat paper 
runs by im pulse, and it one day urged the 
Nevada county people to patronize the San 
Francisco show and give the State F air the 
g o b y . T hat was all because somebody in 
Sacram ento county, or in some part of the 
valley, is opposed to having hvdraulic 
m ining going on. 
T he Transcript has 
som etim es advised m erchants of Nevada 
not to trade at all w ith tbe wholesalers of 
Sacram ento. 
B ut our Nevada City con­ 
tem porary does not m ean w hat it says. 
It 
dots not follow its own advice, for every 
sheet of paper on which is printed its ad­ 
vice the Transcript purchased from a whole­ 
sale Sacram ento house. 
There is a good deal of trade from this 
county w ith Sacram ento. 
T his is because 
the Sacram ento w holesale dealers sell as 
low, if not lower, than the San Franciscans 
do. 
T b m freights are less from Sacra­ 
m ento, and the dealer gets his 
goods 
quicker (tim e is m oney), and there are 
other conveniences w hich m ight be m en­ 
tioned in Sacram ento's wholesale favor. 
Trade goes where it can do best for itself, 
and trade lias no sentim entality in its com­ 
position. 
C om m unities m ay quarrel with 
each other about m any things, but trade 
disregards all quarrels and takes itself 
where it can get the most goods for its 
m oney. 
T hat is why the Transcript buys 
(so does the Tidings) its printing stock in 
Sacram ento, w hile it (the Transcript) ad­ 
vises it readers to boycott Sacram ento m er­ 
chants. 
The Bee cuts the hog in a disastrous 
place if it can persuade Sacram ento whole­ 
salers to not get the Nevada countv trade 
because of w hat it calls the vandalism of 
the m iners. 
B ut the Bee can’t do that, be­ 
cause tbe trade from this m ining region is 
m ostly cash trade, and iu very m any lines 
Sacram ento can bid m ore advantageously 
than any other place for that trade and its 
cash. 


T hose H ittite I nscriptions.—A key to 
the m ysterious “ H ittite ” inscriptions has 
been discovered by Captain Conder, who 
will shortly publish translations of them . 
T he inscriptions were found in various 
parts of Asia M inor ; for instance, at H a­ 
m ath, on the Orontes in Syria, and at Jera 
bis on he E uphrates. They have hitherto 
been an interesting puzzle to scholars, but 
Captain Condor som etim e ago pointed out 
that they bear som e resem blance to the 
well-know n Egyptian hieroglyphics, al­ 
though the latter are in intaglio, or cut be­ 
low the surface, w hile these are in relief. 
It is supposed th at the so-called ’’ H ittite ” 
inscriptions belong to a prehistoric race, 
evidently of T uranian origin, w ho occu­ 
pied Palestine before the Jews, and had 
affinities w ith the ancient Assyrians and 
Babylonians. T he discovery, according to 
Captain Conder, throw s an “ astonishing” 
light on the ancient history of tiiat portion 
of th e East.

D ism issed.—The case of The People vs. 
Charles Barnes, accused of perjury in rep­ 
resenting, when being examined as a prob 
able juror in the case of The People vs H.

HEALTH OF THE STATE. 


S ick n ess L im ited D arin g the M onth ot 
Ju n e and n o E p id em ics. 
The report for June of Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, 
Perm anent Secretary of the State Board of 
Health, states that reports received from 
nearly one hundred localities show that 
sickness throughout the State was exceed­ 
ingly limited during the month of June, 
and that no epidemic existed in any of the 
localities heard from. 
The diseases most 
frequently mentioned, as might have been 
anticipated at this season ot the year, were 
diarrhea, dysentery and cholera infantum. 
The warm weather which prevailed, to­ 
gether with the abundance of fresh fruits 
and vegetables, contributed in no small de­ 
gree to the increase of these diseases. That 
high temperature has a great influence in 
inducing looseness of the bowels is gener­ 
ally conceded, still there are good reasons 
for believing that a polluted atmosphere, 
and food contaminated by absorbing the 
pollutions contained therein, are the direct 
causes. This is especially true of milk, 
which has a remarkable" affinity for im ­ 
purities. “It is weil known,” says Dr. 
Kennedy, “that milk placed in a pantry or 
cellar with tainted meat, cheese or decay­ 
ing vegetables will soon become so dete­ 
riorated that no milk-drinking animal will 
touch it, except the human baby, that has 
no choice but to drink it or starve.” Death 
lurks in such food, and the fearful mortal­ 
ity among children amply demonstrates it. 
Perhaps it would not be amiss, during 
the summer season, to warn the public, 
through its medical advisers, that poisoning 
by stale animal foods is of frequent occur­ 
rence in warm weather. It was discovered 
by Selmi some years since that decomposi­ 
tion of animal matter gives rise to a very 
virulent poison, the absorption of which 
into the system may cause speedy death. 
It remained, however, for it. Gautier to 
discover that every living organism is con­ 
tinually manufacturing alkaloid poisons, 
which he calls “ Leucomaines,” which, in 
normal health, are so small in quantity, 
and so regularly eliminated from the body, 
that no harm arises from their eflects, hut 
should this elimination be arrested, hin­ 
dered or delayed, the renewal of the tissues 
must be equally so, and thus self-poison­ 
ing take place from the accumulation of 
these poisonous alkaloids in the blood. 
Hence, he thinks, arises many of those in­ 
fectious diseases, the origin of which we 
cannot trace. The lesson to be derived 
from this important discovery is that want 
of cleanliness, privation, over fatigue, ir­ 
regularity of living, or anything that dis­ 
turbs the normal functions of the body, is 
liable to be followed by the development of 
disease, and that all food consumed should 
be perfectly fresh, and without suspicion of 
taint of any kind. 
Consumption, as usual, fills a large meas­ 
ure of our mortality list, one hundred and 
twenty-one deaths being recorded from this 
cause during the month, which, however, 
is a large decrease from the preceding 
month’s report. The apparent large mor­ 
tality front consumption must he attributed 
to the large immigration into this State of 
those whose lungs are so hopelessly dis­ 
eased as to render their death certain soon 
after their advent to these shores. Another 
factor, which must be considered as a con­ 
tributor to the frequency of consumption 
on this coast, is the fact that consumptives 
rarely take any precaution to limit the dis­ 
ease to themselves. We find them crowd­ 
ing to our health resorts, and contamina­ 
ting with their sputa everything in their 
vicinity. This, desiccated by the atmos- 
sphere, is carried with its infective bacilli 
to the lungs of the healthy, and there, in 
those persons susceptible to the poisjn, it 
rapidly develops into the tubercular dis­ 
ease, which will, with rapidity and cer­ 
tainty. add another victim to the mortality 
list. Consumptives should not he permit­ 
ted to sleep in the same room with well 
persons, their sputa should he thoroughly 
disinfected, and every sanitary precaution 
taken to destroy all sources of contagion in 
those affected. 
Small-pox prevails to some degree in 
San Francisco. We are not informed by 
the Health Officer of the actual number of 
cases, but they are certainly, so far. limited. 
Advices have been received of the develop­ 
ment of cases in the town of Irvington, one 
of them quite severely attacked. They will 
be promptly isolated and quarantined, so 
that no danger need be apprehended. Vigi­ 
lance in isolating and quarantining the dis­ 
ease wherever found, together with thor­ 
ough vaccination of the well, will surely 
prevent it from getting a foothold in our 
midst. All cases occuring. whether in the 
palace of the rich, or the shanty of the 
poor, should be at once reported to the 
nearest Health Officer. 
To neglect this 
duly is criminal, and ought tobe punished. 


C ity T ruste ts .

The engineer of the W ater Works re­ 
ported that 11,022.28!) gallons of water had 
been pumped during the pa3t week. 
A petition was received from residents 
of the blocks between N and O. Twenty- 
eighth and Thirtieth streets, asking that 
the water main be extended so as to supply 
those blocks with water. 
The City Librarian reported that -141,103 
hooks were taken from the Free Library 
during the past year. 
J. Hahn, W. P. Coleman and Ed. E. 
Hamilton filed a communication, making 
a b a te m e n t concerning the breaking of a 
large pane of plate glass at the store of the 
former on the 4th of July, mention of 
which made in the R e c o rd -U k io n some 
days ago, and presented a demand that the 
city pay for the glass. 
Referred to the 
City Attorney. 
It was ordered that those who are delin­ 
quent in their payments for City Cemetery 
lots be notffied to pay up within thirty 
days or their lots would he forfeited. 
Mrs. Buchanan appeared before 
the 
Board and stated that garbage was being 
dumped upon the block hounded by U and 
V. Twelfth and Thirteenth streets, and that 
a nuisance was created tberebv. The Clerk 
was instructed to notify the "Chief of Po­ 
lice of the fact, and call his attention to 
the city ordinance relative to garbage. 
The Fourth of July Committee reported 
that they had expended all the funds ap­ 
propriated for celebrating the national holi­ 
day excepting 50 cents, which they returned 
to the treasury.

T h e F ire a t L o o m h , 
Ens. R ecord-Union : The fire which oc­ 
curred yesterday south and east of this 
place, and of which a brief dispatch ap­ 
peared in the R ecord-Union this morning, 
started somewhere between Grant's place 
and the “ Orange Ranch.” It made a clean 
sweep west to the railroad, across W. A. 
Homes' and J. G. Martine’s premises. 
Then a section of the advancing flames ran 
upon the lands of W. W. Anderson, Mrs. 
H. Merwin, coming as far as J. J. Morri- 
scn’s lines, but was there stopped. Another
